the Bolsheviks to meet 
with Polish 
representatives to discuss terms

peace. 
We have stated certain con­ 
ditions 
that we believe essential 
to 
such a peace. 
One of the 
essential 
conditions was the agreement by the 
Bolshc\ iks 
that 
all peoples 
within 
the boundaries 
of the old Poland 
of 
1772 be allowed the right of self-de­ 
termination. 
We believe that is 
a 
fair principle. 
Those people 
belong 
no more to 
Russia today 
than they 
belong 
to Poland. 
From the Baltic 
to the Black 
Sea within 
those dis­ 
tricts not 
5 per cent of the popula­ 
tion are Russian, 
a much larger mi­ 
nority are 
Poles, the remainder 
arc 
separate 
nationalities 
who 
demand 
the right 
of autonomy 
or of inde­ 
pendence. 
Poland is obliged to pro­ 
tect that right. 
“ Beyond that we ask nothing more, 
except that the right of our nationals, 
who compose a large minority, should 
be protected.
